NOVELTY Before storing data in the file in a disc apparatus, the size of the area which is needed for a 
file is determined. An unused continuous area table (12) registers the unused continuous areas secured 
on a user program (1) which requires a file. By referring to the table, the unused continuous area which 
can secure a file of desired size is determined and is made to secure in the disc apparatus. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION Using the unused continuous area as a file, the unused continuous area is 
deleted from the table. A file area processor stores the secured file data to the user program. 

USE For managing e.g. operation file in e.g. magnetic disc unit. 

ADVANTAGE Reduces disc access time since continuous distribution of file can be performed, thus 
prolonging use life of dish head.
